First Lt. Thomas E. Manning, 23 
years old of Salem, Wis., was killed 
in action over China on Jan. 6, 
1945. He was born Dec. 11, 192L at 
Salem, and lived there all his life. 
He graduated from the Salem grade 
school and the Antioch High school 
in '1939. He enlisted in the service of 
his country on . April 10, .1942, and 
entered service on August 17, 1942. 
He received all of his training in 
Texas. He received his 'wings as a 
pilot and was commissioned a 2nd 
Lieutenant in May 1943. The middle 
of the following month he left for 
Panama to serve in the" American 
theatre of war. He arrived in North 
Africa in Dec. 1943. In this transfer 
to the European African middle 
eastern theatre for the invasion of 
Italy, he was awarded one bronze 
star before being transferred again 
to the Asiatic theatre of actions. On 
May 7, 1944 he flew "over the 
hump" from India -to China for the 
first, time, in his P47 fighter plane 
in 2 hours and 30 minutes. While in 
China he was promoted to First Lt., 
in Sept. 1944, and was awarded the 
Air Medal and the Distinguished 
Flying Cross. He was part of the 
81st Fighter group, -92nd fighter 
Squadron, known as the "Flying Ti- 
gers", at the time of his death. He 
was awarded the Purple Heart on 
March 22nd, 1945, He had completed 
56 missions. 

He is survivied by his parents, 
Elwyn, T. and Emily Manning of 
Salem; one sister, . Mrs. Emeral 
Schultz, Salem; two brothers, James 
of Salem, and Pfc. Robert Manning 
of Fort Knox, Ky., also his grand- 
mother, Mrs. Susan Manning, Keno- 
sha.

Some of the most important qualifications for 
success in life and in business cannot be taught even 
in the most elaborate educational institutions — they 
must be acquired. 

Franklin J. Lunding, president of the Jewel 
Tea Company, in discussing methods of making stores 
more attractive, pointed out that businesses are like 
individuals, and people look for the same attributes 
in business that they look for in friends. "I think," 
he said, "we like in our friends, a person who is 
clean and well groomed, not slovenly and dirty. We 
like our friends and associates to be alert and up to 
date in appearance, not dull and out of date. We like 
generous people, not the stingy and grasping kind. 
We like considerate people, we don't react favorably 
to selfishness or thoughtlessness. We like courteous 

people, I never' respond to rudeness We like 

our friends to be honest, not clever or untrustworthy. 
We like them to be patient— they need to be some- 
times . . . We like them sincere, not cagey. We like 
them good naturcd, not sour or irritable. 

"Any group of people, or any business, with 
these traits is bound to be attractive .... is bound 
to be successful. And a business with these traits is 
bound to be a better place to trade, a better place to 
work, a better- place to call as a supplier, a better 
place to invest money, a tough but better competitor, 
> and a better citizen in every community." 

It would pay any person to check himself as 
to the qualifications Mr. Lunding considers necessary 
attributes in friends or in business.

Destroying Sel-Reliance 
Opposition to compulsory health insurance con- 
tinues to grow — and much of it comes. from groups 
which have no financial or other such interest in the 
matter. As an example, several state legislatures have 
gone formally on record against government domina- 



tion, in whole or in part, of the practice of medicine 
in this country. 

The American Farm Bureau Federation, which 
has a very large membership . among the farmers of 
the United States, has also adopted this position. It 
affirmed its support to the extension of voluntary 
plans, even as it opposed compulsion. Then it said: 
"We believe that voluntary programs result in better 
medical service in greater volume than will be pro- 
vided in any compulsory programs and, at the same 
time, will do much to develop individual self-reliance 
and independence." 

As this statement indicates, the issue- has -vari- 
ous facets. Viewed purely from the perspective of 
performance, government medicine has proved a fail- 
ure everywhere it has been tried. Politics and pro- 
gress just don't mix. And doctors who are enmeshed 
in red tape and must conform to rigid governmental 
rules can't do their best. 

Futhermore, nothing could do more to break 
down the self-reliance and independence of a people 
than the cradle-to-the-grave social security program, 
of which compulsory health insurance is a part. In 
addition, it would create a burden of taxation so 
great that it would destroy incentive and gradually 
force down the standard of living of us all. To op- 
pose compulsory health insurance is to oppose one 
product of a trend which has been ruinous to free- 
dom in a dozen nations.

New Vaccine Important 
In Checking Brucellosis 
Dr. G. W. Je nsen Told 

New hope is being offered that 
veterinary science has come close 
to perfecting an effective tool for 
eradicating the livestock industry's 
No. 1 killer, brucellosis, according 
to Dr. C. W. Jensen, who returned 
recently from the convention of the 
Northern Illinois Veterinary Medi- 
cal Association,' held in Rockford. 

Reporting on six years' research 
with a new vaccine, Dr. I, Forest 
Huddleson, eminent veterinarian 
of East Lansing, Mich., declared that 
it docs not cause confusion and un- 
certainty when adult cattle are test- 
ed for brucellosis following vacci- 
nation. He characterized this as "a 
tremendously important point." 
Present vaccines in use are not in- 
fallible in this respect. Illinois ve- 
terinarians .will have the new vac- 
cine as soon as further research has 
proved its value beyond all doubt. 
Use of "brucella M," as it is called, 
already has checked the disease in 
all twenty-two herds tested. 

Saving newborn pigs and promot- 
ing better health in hogs through 
better nutrition and management 
are problems < which need first at- 
tention in pork production accord- 
ing to Prof. C. M. Vestal, Purdue 
University, Lafayette, Ind., who em- 
phasized the responsibility of the 
veterinary practitioner in the field 
of animal health and food produc- 
tion. 

"A pig lost at weaning time re- 
presents 225 pounds of feed lost," 
he said in urging better care of 
farm herds. .

County Tuberculosis Association to 
visit Antioch for a community chest 
x-rny survey, Mr. Harry J. Krue- 
ger, Executive Committee member 
of the association announced today. 
The unit will be located on the 
corner of Lake and Main from 10 
a. m. to 8 p. m. on that date. 

On the 2Cth the unit will be at 
Antioch Township High school to 
x-ray the children of the local 
schools who reacted positively to 
the tuberculin test given hero re- 
cently. These schools include Anti- 
och Grade and High schools, Oak- 
land, Millburn, Channel Lake, Grass 
Lake, Hickory Corners, Emmons 
and Druce Lake Schools. 

"The 2Cth is the day for tho » 
schools," Mr. Krueger said, "but on 
the 27th we want everyone, age 18 
and. over, to visit the unit for a free 
chest x-ray. This is an important 
step in the control of tuberculosis 
in the community." 

The industries of the city have 
promised to cooperate by seeing that 
their employees have time to go to 
the unit on this date. 

"Tuberculosis is a disease with no 
outward symptoms in its early 
stages, yet the earlier it is discover- 
ed, the easier it is to cure," Mr. 
Krueger continued. "A chest x-ray 
is the only way to discover early 
tuberculosis. That is why wo urge 
everyone to have a free chest x-ray 
when the mobile unit • visits Anti- 
och." 

"There are five points I'd like to 
stress in regard to this project," Mr. 
Krueger said. "First, it's free. Your 
purchase of Christmas Seals pays * 
for this service. Second, it's painless 
— just like having a picture* taken 
with a camera. Third, it only takes 
a minute of your time. Fourth, the 
findings arc confidential. You and 
your doctor are the only ones that 
know of any findings and only you 
receive a negative report. Last, 
there will be no undressing required 
at the unit, provided men's shirts 
do not have buttons on the pockets 
ana women's dresses do not have 
buttons or ornaments on cither the 
left or right sides over the lung

The 98-year old wood burning lo- 
comotive "Pioneer/.' r highly * treas- 
ured for its early speed records and

rail transportation, at the national 
Railroad Fair opening in Chicago 
June 25th for 100 days.

Built in 1851 by Seth Wilmarth at 
Boston, Mass., for the Cumberland 
valley Railroad, now part of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, the locomo- 
tive frequently attained a speed of 
W miles an -hour, comparing favor- 
ably with the speed of heavier type 
locomotives in service today. 

The "Pioneer" was burned by 
Confederate troops m October, 1862, 
put was later repaired. Its last run 
was made in 1900 from Chambers- 
fa urg to Carlisle, Pa.

Strange Job 

TALLAHASSEE, FLA.— Slender 
(Mrs. Celeste Roess, who likes to 
.take alligators alive because "they 
ilook so pathetic when they're 
[dead/' has a job few men and few- 
er women would envy. ' 

She is right-hand assistant to Ross 
Allen, Florida reptile authority. 
Among other things, the job re- 
quires long nights in a frail canoe 
hunting alligators in the north Flor- 
ida swamps. 

Want to know how alligator 
hunters go about their business? 
This is the way Mrs. Roess and 
Allen do it. 

Towards sunset they climb into 
a jeep with a canoe strapped on 
top. Arriving at a likely pond 
about nightfall, they sweep the 
water with, a flashlight. K they 
pick up the red gleam which is the 
unblinking eye of an alligator, they 
get to work. 

Quietly they put their canoe in the 
-water. The first task is to catch 
a small 'gator— little enough to be 
held in one hand and shaken. 
Baby Grunts 

The shaking makes the baby 
grunt. This attracts the bigger 
ones. 

With the baby caught and 
grunting for all it Is worth, the 
canoe moves silently towards 
larger game. Mrs. Roess steers by 
Mr. Allen's hand signals as he pre- 
pares to make the capture. 

As the canoe nears an alligator 
Mr. Allen lunges with a rope noose 
attached to a long pole. The loop 
tightens around the alligator's 
neck— and there's a brief flurry. 

Then comes the most dangerous 
(part,* An angry alligator diving 
[under a canoe can turn it over 
j easily. Swimming in the dark in 
the same lake with an annoyed 
'alligator isn't one of the safer 
'methods of earning a living. 

Holding the reptile at a com- 
fortable distance once he's on the 
lend of the rope is a major con- 
sideration. It keeps Mrs. Roess 
paddling energetically until the big 
'reptile is brought to shore. 

Once pulled up the bank, the al- 
ligator is tied, and the first job is 
to lash its jaws together. An alli- 
gator can break the bones of a 
hand or foot if it gets one in its 
mouth. 

That is the procedure if the alli- 
gator Is to be taken alive. Allen 
captures some for shipment to his 
reptile institute at Silver Springs in 
'central Florida. 

She Answered Ad 

Others are shot. Their skins are 
sold, their stomach contents ana- 
lyzed for scientific purposes and 
their meat eaten. It tastes like a 
cross between fish and pork. 

How did Mrs. Roess— in her 30's 
and the mother of four children — 
get started on her unusual career? 

Pretty prosaically. All she did 
.was answer a newspaper advertise- 
ment for a "laboratory assistant.'* 
.That was five years ago. Her "lab- 
oratory work,'? which began with 
helping to process snake venom for 
medical purposes, since has broad- 
ened to include almost everything to 
'do With reptiles. 

The narrowest escape she had 
in her dealings with alligators 
came when she invaded an alliga- 
tor nest and scooped up an armful 
of little ones. 

"There I was with my arms full 
of the babies," she said, "when I 
iheard the mother alligator coming. 
;I only got out of that with the 
help of God." 

She said she is not afraid of alii- 
.gators, but that she certainly re- 
spects them.

Spider in Seismograph Sets 
Up False 'Quake Recording 

NEW YORK. N. Y— That was no 
earthquake that was recorded on 
the City College Babor seismo- 
graph station. That was a spider. 

So it was revealed by Prof, Dan- 
iel T. O'Connell, director of the sta- 
tion, which is at Finley Hall, 136th 
street and Amsterdam avenue. 
What's more, the intrusive creature 
knocked the station out of a first- 
place accuracy rating by the 
United States coast and geodetic 
survey. ' 

The spider found its way into 
the mechanism of the vertical com- 
ponent, one of three seismometers 
of the station, leaped upon the 
sensitive pendulum and registered 
a violent, earthquake-like reaction. 
Then it spun a web, causing a lull 
in the instrument's recording. 

Alert scientists investigated and 
found the culprit. Despite the con- 
tretemps, said the college, the seis- 
mograph had the second best ac- 
curacy record in the nation in the 
last three months. The spider? 

"You may say," a spokesman 
whispered, "that it received a de- 
cent burial."

Several U. S. Scientists 
Suffer Radiation Effects 

NEWTON, MASS. — Radiation 
from atom-smashing cyclotrons has 
almost blinded several American 
scientists, according to Dr. Shields 
Warren, head of the medical de- 
partment of the atomic energy 
commission. 

"About five" scientists, whom he 
did not name, apparently had de- 
veloped cataracts of the eye as a 
result of the effects of radiation on 
the lens, he declared yesterday. 
However, he stressed, that "there j 
is no evidence at the present time ■ 
that they were working on the im- 
mediate problems of atomic en- ! 
ergy.". | 

For safety's sake, Dr. Warren 
said, the commission is checking 
to determine if any of the scien- 
tists had been engaged in work 
other than university or similar 
projects which might involve 
proxlmiity to atomic piles. 

He emphasised that there was 
considerably more danger of radia-. j 
tion leakage in research involving 
cyclotrons than in the atomic pro- 
jects of the United States govern- 
ment and Its contractors where, he 
added, "the hazards, as far as we 
can tell from present experience, 
are' extremely slight."
